It has been learned

C in c in n a ti March, SIJ.—W illiam Berner 
has been sentenced to the penitentiary fcr 
tw enty veal's, and to pay the costs of the 
prosecution. 
This is the extrem e penalty of 
the law for m anslaughter. 
Berner was in­ 
dicted for m urder in the first degree, for kill­ 
ing W illiam H. K irk, Dec. 24, ISSEI, but cs- 
caped through the stupidity or duplicity j 
of the jury. 
The outrageous verdict ren- j 
dered 
last 
Monday 
by these jurym en, 
caused intense excitement, and a call for 
a mass meet ing of our citizens in the Music I 
hall 
signed 
by prom inent business men j 
brought out an immense crowd, which liter- j 
ally packed the house until there was not 
even standing room. 
Among those who ad- j 
dressed the meeting were Judge C arter and J 
ex Lieutenant Governor Hickenlooper.

sh a k e rs denounced the jury in unmeasured j 
terms, and referred to the fact th at there are j 
upwards of forty m urderers in the county 
jail 
awaiting 
trial.

A fter the meeting was over, a surging, i 
howling mob started a t once for the jail, J 
where they force ! an entrance, and are now : 
trying to batter down the doors. 
A t m idnight last night the mob was still 
battering away at the jail, having beaten I 
down two doors a n i prying at the third, j 
which w ould give them access to the cells. 
The mob also secured two leaders from Ken­ 
tucky, 
ai d 
worked 
systematically and j 
carries Iv, with every prospect that they will j 
carry their purpose before they desist. 
The First regim ent of the Ohio national I 
guards were drilling in their arm ory, a couple I 
of squares away from the jail. 
Sheriff |

lar. 
The mob filled the corridor.

Sol­ 
diers of the First Regiment, O. N. G., kept 
persons from approaching the jail from the 
various streets and alleys leading thereto. 
The mob had departed, and the little clusters 
of people gathered across all the avenues 
to 
the 
jail 
were 
principally 
curiosity 
seekers. 
Four or five blue-coated guardians 
a t 
each 
of 
these 
places 
pushed the 
people 
back 
with 
their muskets with 
little trouble. 
The jail on the front facing 
Sycamore 
street 
was 
not 
badly 
defaced. 
Here 
and 
there a window­ 
pane was 
smashed 
in, 
but

sides and rear almost every window was 
broken and knocked out. 
All over stone 
walls on the outside could be seen battered 
places where stones and brickbats had struck. 
There were sixteen windows on the west side 
of the jail completely demolished, as were 
twenty-two windows and doors in the base­ 
m ent on the south side, 
On the east side of 
the court house, which faces the jail, twenty- 
five bullets perforated the windows in the 
various stories. 
Late in the evening the city was flooded 
w ith the following posters: 
Public safety demands immediate action

crim inal lawyers, gamblers, and prostitutes 
to leave Ham ilton county within three days, 
and rem ain aw ay forever, or suffer the 
penalty.

They 
burst with terrific force. 
An attack was made upon the treasurer s 
office in the court house. 
The doors were 
battered down and an entrance effected.

At any rate, a fire was started soon 
afterw ard.

stood the heat, but the records of the courts, 
the auditor, and the recorder, are gone. Un­ 
told trouble will be caused. 
The mob yelled 
with glee alw ut the burning building. 
The kill J and wounded were carried in 
every direction, aud it was impossible to get 
lists. 
The estim ate of 200 m ay be large, aud 
it m ay turn out to be too small.

showed no disposition to resume the fight un­ 
less followed into the jail-yard. 
From m idnight until 4 a. rn. the mob re­ 
mained about the fire. 
Frequent dashes 
were made by the police and militia, and the 
crowd driven back, but each tim e it returned 
as the soldiers or police withdrew. 
One of the most exciting incidents

night was the capture by the mob of three 
cannons, which they proceeded to haul to the 
jail, when a squat! of policemen emerged 
suddenly upon the rioters when they were 
ail at the ropes dragging the guns along and 
knocked them down with their clubs before 
they 
knew they were attacked. 
It was 
the most b Pliant piece of work of the night. 
At 4 a. rn. the crowds 
were rapidly 
dispersing, and all becoming quiet. 
C in c in n a t i, March 30.— Our magnificent 
court house is destroyed and the city full of 
dead and dying, the terrible result of the j 
long reign of unchecked crime. 
This morn- I 
iug’s bright sunlight revealed the terrible 
havoc of last night’s work. 
A t Court House 
square 
smoking ruins, pools 
of 
blood, I 
arm ed militia, and j elling, excited crowds j 
stood out in bold relief. 
The m ilitary were : 
stationed behind barricades of barrels, plauks j 
and beer kegs across Main street at Ninth, I 
across Court street just east of the m arket j 
space, across Main street at Canal, across I 
Sycamore street just north an I south of the . 
jail, and across Court street at Canal. 
The 
soldiers at ail these points, except Court and 
Canal, belonged to the Four teen th regim ent. I 
Some dustanee from the m ilitia, and further i 
from th j court house,

points was a surging mob, num bering fully I 
2,000. 
The individuals 
comprising these ; 
crowds were of every 
description—men, 
women end children; a large m ajority, how- I 
ever, were men, and were very demotist!**- | 
tire.

M itier- remained in this condition until 
about 2:5 > p. in., when a crowd of about IOO 
men an I boys were collected on the north J 
side of C .aal, between Main and W alnut, j 
and the boys to amuse themselves began 
throwing stones into the water.

rocks were throw n at the bridge at the Main [ 
Street crossing, aud a squad of soldiers, who I 
were at the south end of the bridge, com j 
maiided the boys to quit throwing. The boys j 
in return called the soldiers names and began 
to advance tow ard the bridge. 
The soldiers 
cried out “H alt,” and im m idiately a volley 
followed. 
Fred Smaltz, 22, supposed to be 
bar-koej>er at the Queen Cit}' hotel, was shot 
in the side of his body, the ball passing entirely 
through the body and coming out the other 
side.

dem onstration about 6 o’clock, in which two 
or three were shot.

the doors be opened and all the the fire-arms I 
handed out.

aud windows were smasaed to pieces. 
The

then 
helped 
themselves 
to guns 
and pistols, and then marched down tc Cen­ 
tral avenue to Ben Joseph’s pawnshop just 
below Sixth street 
Here a sim ilar demand 
was made upon Josephs and he opened the 
doors of his establishment, but refused to 
allow the mob to enter. 
He tried to reason 
with the rioters, but they would not listen to 
him, yelling: “Hand them out,all you’ve g o t” 
Springing inside, Josephs cloned the door and 
bolted it when the mob brought the battering 
ram into play once more. 
A telephone mes­ 
sage had reached the central station of the 
mob’s action, and while at work with the 
battering ram, a detail of police and m ilitia 
dashed down Central avenue. A rriving at 
Sixth street they opened fire upon the mob, 
which was returned by the latter, but the 
officers did not faiter ail inch. 
They dashed 
among t he rioters firing their pistols a t every 
jump. 
The mob scattered, but nine were 
cai tined and taken to the central station. 
They turned out to be m ere lioys, not over 
15 years of age. 
Pistol shots eau be heard 
everywhere throughout the city’, and it is 
generally conceded now that quiet cannot be 
restored until m artial Low is declared. 
A t m idnight only a few of the rioters are 
on the streets in the vicinity of the m ilitia, 
but those

W alter Fay, who was 
shot Friday night, is now dead.

as can be ascertained up to this time there 
have been over thirty-six killed and eighteen 
m ortally wounded, and seventy wounded 
slightly.

take any 
stock in the company, but if the 
managers requires financial back­ 
ing it will be furnished them. 
He 
believes there is ®nough traffic from 
the cattle ranches around them 
to warrant the building of a rail­ 
road, which he 
says 
will cost 
about $10,000 a mile. 
He bases 
calculations on 
traffic from the 
production of salt aud oil which 
can be found there.

from Medora fellows Sully creek 
to the divide, where it takes the 
OM military trail en the plateau.
